Tuehx are two classes of persons making 
enquiries in this province from time to 
time, Each is equally earnest. The one 
is composed of the iinsiiccessfu.1 among ns, 
wlio wish to know of their friends who can 
“ lay them on to good gold,” that they may 
be able to make a "rise,” as it is called, 
and to get out of the province, or out of 
New Zealand altogether, as soon as pos- 
sible. A rim of ill luck has put them out 
of heart, and almost out of hope. Former 
successes are forgotten, or are remembered 
only to embitter present disappointment. 
The questions now are to all their acquain- 
tances, Where is the fortunate patch to be 
found ] Whoix* is the golden paddock 1 
Who shall show them where to strike the 
load that shall be the key to the needed 
treasure 1 Upon the success of the reply 
or thealtornative hinges their relation to this 
country. There is another class of question- 
ers altogether different from the former, or 
they agree only in the earnestness of their 
address. These are the .su»’cessfi:I membei*s 
of tho conimiuiity, aud their aim is to settle 
IiPre. And they want to know how to do 
thus : how to apply the savings of honest 
servitude, of sober toil, or of the successful 
results of a mining enterprise, to a small 
freehold, and convert it into a home : to 
build, plant, fence, and cultivate; to raise 
pigs and poultry, butter, oats, and pota- 
toes ; to gather round them the fruits of 
tiieir own industry ; and to make this 
their adopted country, their abiding home. 
Cases of this sort are becoming more com- 
mon every day. But who is to give the 
answer! Wliere is the oracle that ia ^to 
speak for their guidance 1 As to the for- 1 
mer class, thongli science has done so much 
for the miner, no one of all tho skilled 
gold-seekers in the province can peg off a 
claim for his fnend, with the certainty that 
it will not turn out a "dutfer.” But ought 
there to be any uncertainty in procuring a 
freehold, by a class, too, of all others thei 
most needed in a new country 1 With 
good amount to his credit in the Bank, no 
man finds any difficulty in obtaining a 
horse, a house, or a share in a alulcing 
claim. But none can tell him how to ob- 
tain the “fee ainiple” of a hundred acres 
at once and without hampering delays : 
aud yet notliing is so abundant. We nre 
well supplied with native flax, broad lakes, 
aud bracing air, but our " public estate, " 
as it is called, counts by niillionson millions 
of acres. A person who ia prepared to 
fulfil all the conditions of a boTia Jxdt occu- 
pier should be able to obtain from the le- 
gitimate trustees of the Crown a specified 
quantity for his own use, as soon as he 
offers himself as a purchaser, And where 
this is not the case, there is something fun- 
damentally wrong. The homestead laws 
in the United States are so simple, so in- 
expensive, and BO ucces.siola to all, that no 
tuDiptation can allure the home population 
in large numbers to those shofes where the 
land laws and regulations, and the difficul- 
ties of purchase are so vurlons and so nu- 
tiicrous that they are perfectly iasurmount- 
ablo to plain men. Our Mayor has been 
in correspondence with Mr Fraser, respect- 
ing the available land at the Hasvea Lake, 
and that gentleman has pre.s3od the matter 
upon the attention of the Secretary for 
Lands and Works ; but there is little pro- 
spect of any ijnmfxlmte result. Thoso who 
might become useful and successful occu- 
piers have been waiting for something de- 
finito to guide them here, till their means 
are wasting ; instead of being producers, 
and consumers, and sharers of our public 



burd^^ idiiEiy|lwiIl Soon be looking beyond ' 
New'Zealandj.fQT something not to be found 
liere. The Land Office should respond to 
the first applicant as directly and pi-omptly 
as if the demand w<*i*e for bad whisky, or 
adulterate^ gin : in these matters there is 
no deiay.« And it is but too common to 
see those savings wliich, well liuabanded, 
mighti have led on to brighter prospects 
and better days, squandered in dissipation 
and “riotous living." If maps could bo 
funiiahed to our Town Clerks in tho up- 
country districts, and applications received, 
sites choeen, deposits paid, and land-seek- 
ers pub in the way of provisional occupa- 
tion at once, the vital parts of tho^'‘*?J?ula- 
tion would be retained in our mids^S-cyX'hey 
would employ their savings wherfi^ they 
gathered them, and bo centres of industry 
and sources of revenue. 



Thu altemtion that will be observed in 
tlie appearance of the Auoua to-day de- 
mands a word of explanation.

Slit, — It was only this evening that my atten- 
tion was <Urected to your paper, in which ap- 
pears a tale bearing the above hca<ling. I have 
also observed a letter from John GuiUon, deny- 
ing the truth of .Mr Wood’s narrative. I regret \ 
that John GuiIrou was not able to furnish you 
with more information couueruing the decreased 
man, W, Pitt. 

My object in writing is to remove any doubt 
as to the identity of the doceased man by sup- 
plementing Mr Guihon’a exposure of Mr Wood’s 
fictitious stateuieQls. Being a resident in the 
Teviot at tho time William Pitt met with his 
dc.tth, I am in a position to state that at the 
time his death occurred he was, along with bis 
mates, endeavouring to cut a passage through 
the snow fur the horses belonging to Mr Brown, 
storekeeper at Waikaia. His mates left him to 
go to their but about a mile distant to procure 
some refreshment, and ou returning they found 
that the deceased had perished iu the snuw 
within .a short distance of where they had left 
him, although two hours had uot elapsed since 
they had left him. Information, was then sent 
to the Camp at Teviot, aud police constable 
O’Neill went out and buried the man icltho<itatiy 
cofin, in the grave indicated by the pole and 
board now erected over tho spot.

The tianal fortnightly meutmg of the Otmneil 
was hold in the Town Hall on Monday Dvoniug 
last, there being present : The Mayor siul aU 
tho Couucillors. 

Minutes of previous meeting were read and 
confirmed. 

In reply to a telegram sent by tho Mayor 
to the Chief-Postmaster auont the delay in the 
delivery of tho mails in Cromwell, the following 
letter was rea<.l : — 

Chief Post Office, 

DuuiMlin, 1st -Sept. 1870. 

“Sir, — -In reply to your telegram of yenterdav, 

I beg te inform you that the delay in arrival of 
m,xils is, as you must bo aware, caiisc<) by tiiu 
inordinately bad state of the roaiU ; and that, 
from careful inc|uiry, 1 am satisfied that it ie iiu 
pweible for theoi to arrive sooner until the road.s 
improve. Mr Chaplin nid being contractor by- 
yi>ud Clyde, it is not in my power to compel l>im 
to take tho mails onto Cromwell; and as tho 
journey from Clyilo to Queenstown is so long, it 
is iuiposgible for the eontraetor to delay hU do- 
partiu’e ill the morning. I believe, liiwevor, 
were it not that on Wednesdays Mr Chaplin’s 
men are .all specially employed, he would liavo 
been willing to have brought forward the mails 
to Uromweil. £ trust, however, that very soou 
the rojMls will improve, and correct time bo kept.

A letter Was read from W. H. Harris, asking 
permission to erect a tent on a Municipal reserve. 

The Town Clerk was instructod to inform Mr 
Harris that the Council could not grant his re- 
quest, but that if he would erect a wood or iron 
house, and point out the site he wished to hare, 
the application would be re-considered. 

The following letter, from Mr Wm, Fraser, 
M.P.C., to his Worship the Mayor, about the 
opening up of tho Hawea Flat, was then read 

“Clyde, Sept. I, 1870. 

“ Dear Sir,— I had an interview with the 
Secretary for Lauds and Works with reference 
to the land at Hawea, ami was informed by him 
that thy contract for the survey of a Hundred of 
10,OD9 acros had beun let. The Government 
have not yot decided as to whether they will 
declare a hundred there, or simply a block of 
25U0 acres umler tho Gold-fioida Act. In either 
event, L fear some time must elapse before appli- 
cations can be received. This is much to be re- 
gretted, as the season for ploughing and sowing 
is fast slipping by, and another year will vir- 
tually lie lost. Bearing this in mind, I urged 
Upon Mr Reid the advisability of surveying -and 
throwing open for selection, at once, a block of 
eay about 500 acres. This would not cause 
much delay, and would in a manner meet the 
ituiuediatc necessities of the case. The survey 
of the remainder of the block could be proceeded 
with afterwards ; and although this plan might 
entail a little additional expense, I do nob think 
that ought to be au obstacle, considering the 
benefita that would accrue to the district by 
olwiating unnecessary delay in the matter. The 
subject is under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment, who, I trust, will at any rate devise aooie 
scheme to enable those desirous of taking up 
land at the H-awea, to do so at au early date. 

I regret I cannot give you a more satisfactory 
reply ; you will perceive, however, that I have 
nt>t been lukewarm in the nutter, nor have I 
finished with it yet. Had tho Government let 
the contract for the survey two months ago, as 
might have been done had they studied the in- 
terests of the district, the land might have been 
ready for selection within one month from this 
dale. As it is, it may possibly be December 
before it ia available. — £ am, yours trulv,

Blown, acu<iiidud 
by CT. D:igg, Messrs Burres and T.aylor were 
appoiutO'l Assessors, the reinuncratiou being 
fixed at £3 3s each. 

The Town Clerk was Instructcil to write to his 
Hooorthefiupcrinteuduut, pointing out teliim the 
necessity of something being done imiucdiately 
With respect to the Cromwell commonage. 

This coiicIudeJ the busiuees of the evening, 
and the customary vote of thanks having been 
given to tho chair, the Council mljourjicd.

The chair waa taken by Um Maynr, MrW. 
Smitham, who expUiued the object of the racel- 
iug, ami calkxl U[)oii Mr Lciiglmaii to state the 
b'juuilerica within which the cattle might rim, 
aod tho terms niwn which they might be depas- 
tured. 

Mr Louglinaji said the bound.aricj would boas 
they had Iioeti hitlicrLo : from Kawaran Oorg-j 
to Fcrriam'.s paddock, along the foot of tho ter- 
races. The terms would 1a>, 10» per Lead per 
hoacl jHjr year ; .Os to bo [>aid in advance, and fia 
at the cud of six inrjnth.s. In future, the cattle* 
owjiera wi>uld have to find their own ranger, and 
it was a^lvisable that a por^on shouhl l>e ap- 
poiiiteil at once, bwausc the term of office of tlio 
ranger who hatl been employeil by the firoi ex- 
pired on tho lat of September. 

In answer to (questions, Mr I»oughnan further 
stated th.it tho number of eattlo inueterud this 
year on tho Flat was betweou 3.30 and 340 ; but 
be would return to the Government only tho 
number on which the dejMusturing fee was paid, 
aud ho w,ia certain there would be many loft out 
of bis return, lie might t.ike this opportunity 
to state that, instead of £1CI which w.is duo last 
year for fees, ho bad only received £40, which 
was about sufficient to pay tho tax of 2$ 6.1 per 
head to the Government. He decidedly consi- 
dered tho Flat to be still a pi>rtion of the Run, 
aud therefore tbo sheep had the first right to tho 
grass ! anything tho sheep loft, the cattle wouhl 
be w'elcorac to. He could not sco that the Lower 
hist waa a very gre.at loss; until Mr (loodgor 
had put up his fence, nothing bad been said 
about the two farmers who were there before 
him, each, with a good slice. The boundarit-i 
must he as ho had stated. The cattle-owuorj 
had once been offered as far as the Fiva-mile, 
but they did uot chooao to accept it, and it was 
too late now, for the sheep bad little enough 
grass as it was. If ho gave them to the Five- 
mile, in two or throe years they would want 
far as the Wanaka, leaving nothing but Mount 
Pisa for the sheep. 

After a long convoreatjonal discussion, it was 
moved that the meeting be dissolved, and, after 
a vote of thanks to Mr Loughnan for his atten- 
dance, the Mayor left the chair. Both fientlo- 
meu shortly afterwards left tho room. 

Mr Barr was then voted to the chair, and the 
meeting proceeded to consider the election of a 
ranger, and the raising of money wherewith to 
pay that ofScer when elected. A cominittco 
was appointed, consisting of Meaara Barr, Howe, 
Box, Hayes, Williams, Ritchie, W. Shanly, 
Lindsay, R. Brown, Trudgen, Goodger, and Rotl- 
head, with Mr F. Foote, as Secretary. They 
were instructed to advertise as follows :^Notico 
of the boundaries laid down by Mr Longhnan ; 
for tenders from poraons willing to act as ranger 
for twelve mouths ; aud that a meeting bo held 
on Thursday (to-mon'ou ) evening, for tho pur- 
pose of considering the tenders, Ac. It mus 
thought that the best plan to raise the money 
for the ranger’s salary would bo, to wait upon 
thus© cattle-owners who do not attend the mect- 
iog to-morrow night, aud see if they are willing 
to sign a paper binding them to pay so much per 
heatl per year. 

With a vote of thanks to Mr Barr for presid- 
ing, the latter meeting separated.

!'lxultatu»ii o» the pait of tljo “ upper ton” at 
t)ie pnssing of the University in tho Aaseui* 
tily^ aiLil fervent tiiaukfiiltuisa on the part of the 
Ttnempluye<l nkil " humy-hauiled aoziy of toil'^ at 
the startin^r of the i^U't Ohnliticrs Railway and 
tl\o oR'or nf work by the Provincial frovomueat, 
ap]>car t<» he the feelings imiat prevalent at pre* 
sent in Dimedin. Tliat Otago will ilcriva great 
buuetit through thoestabiisbineutufthcUoluuiiil 
I ’niversity in her chief city ia iiiiiveiaally ad- 
niitted. She ali'uaily holds, the proud position 
ot being the foremost proviuoe iu the colony in 
regard to educational mattorSt and has received 
high eulogiuma from mGmlmra of the I.egishiture 
whoso good opinioiia are to be regarde<l as worth 
liaving. The support given to the Bill by our 
sister province, Canterbury, was all the more 
welcome that it was entirety unexpected — in fact, 
it was anticijiated tliat in Canterbury a strong 
and persistent opponent of the measure, through 
her representatives iu the Assembly, would have 
been found. I rcjoicetothiuk that jealousy ofOtago 
in this matter was so completely eschewed by 
out next-door neighbors, and that the benelita 
to be derived by the whole colony from theestab« 
liahmetit of a really first-class University were 
not placed hi jeopardy by ill-tiincd opposition. 
Although the sum voted by the Asseinidy is not 
large, yet, with the eudownieiit the University 
has already received from Otago, a fair annual 
iucnme ia provided, and I Lave uo doubt that 
iu the course of a few years, if it is found neces- 
sary, a much larger sum will be easily obtained. 
All honor to Oliiigo’s rulers and jioUticians for 
their Bucce8Bful-co«;j*df-9jmia ill securing to the 
province this decided boon. 

[n reference to the railway, I must express ray 
extreme gratilication that a start has at last been 
made with it. Singular to state, not the slight- 
est demonstration took place on Monday, when 
the first — I was going to say when the first sod 
was turned, but this would be misleading your 
remlers, as there were no “sods” to turn — well, 
when the first shovelful of clay was lifted. The 
opening ceremony was not imposing. Mr Pack- 
ham, the sub-contractor who commenced the 
work, smashed a bottle of wine over the first 
barrowdoad of earth, the few people who were 
present gave three wavering cdieers, and thus 
comcieuced the oonstruction of the first Otago 
railway. There was no public holiday, no de- 
ruonstratiun of any sort, and not a eiiigle mem- 
ber of the Govermueut attended when the work 
was commenced ; in fact, there did not scon; to 
be the slightest notice taken by anybody of the 
important work which was iaaiiguratcd, and in- 
stead of the starting of the first railway in the 
province, it might have been a street that was in 
process of formation, for all a stranger would 
have knot'll to the contrary. Only a small num- 
ber of men have as yet been started on the line ; 
but these will no doubt be augineiitcd without 
delay, and the work pushed forwanl. Ifere I 
may juat mention th<at the navvies receive the 
munificeat remnncratlim of Gs [>er day. In tbo 
present state of the labour market, this of course 
is considered a “good screw butforgomi pick- 
and-shovel men, trained to the work, it is really 
not enough. The rate for good men should at 
least have been fixed at 7s Gd per day. How- 
ever, “necessity knows no law,” and when men 
ary out of work, with amail prospects beftne 
them of obtaining any, they must just take what 
is offered them, and endeavour to be tliankfuL 
U was only to-day that I was informed that two 
of the railway labourers were obliged to “cave 
in'’ through exhaiistiim, the result of semi-star- 
vation for some time past. Tlie poor fellows had 
become so weak from the want of ju'ojicr in>u- 
rishment, that nature would not hold out any 
longer. Of coarse [ do not sup 2 )osc there arc 
rnany such cases as these, yet what I have just 
mentioned will serve to show that lalioiiritigiucii 
in Dunedin are not iu a position to atand out for 
reasonable wages, but must just take what eiu- 
• pliiyora feel iucliued to give ; and coiiser|ueiit1y 
there are many only too thankful to obtain cin- 
|.'loymeut on the railway works at Ca per day- 
There can be very little question of this line of 
railway proving remunerative, as the immense 
rpiaiititjes of goods which are at present conveyed 
to Dunedin by menus of lightei-a will no doubt 
be dispatched by rail iu preference. The delay 
which consignees of goods have to put up with 
in the loading and discharging of lightera will be 
obviated, greater safety in the carriage of goods 
secured, while at the same time the cost of traii- 
ftilwillbe considerably lessened. Let us hope 
that in future years the inhabitants of Otago 
•i ill have Cause to look back with satisfaction at 
the stai tiiig of the Port Chalmers Railway and 
the foiiiidiiig of the Colonial University in this 
pr.iTince as two untertakiDgs, the aiiccasg of 
w liicli has far exceeded the anticipations of tho 
must Baiiguine of their promoters.

On Tlmi'sday evening iiiformariun was brought 
to tjiibortoii tliat an attempt had been made to 
Btick-up Francis’ (Towns and Co.*h) store at the 
junction of the Itobertaon ami Gilbert, and that 
Donald .Siiiijjson, a bullock -driver well known in 
TiMviisville, ami one of the buBhraiigcrs, had 
huen shot.

ground, and- charging him not to attempt to get 
away, tliey sUrteil for the store, 'All this, how- 
ever, iiiid Occupied Some time in accomplishing, 
and in the incaiitiine the boy had managed to 
extricate himself and to convey the news of what 
had occurred to Mr Francis, who then knew 
that a very short time would el.apse before an 
attempt was made to stick-up the store. At 
this uiuinant, Donald Simpson rode up, and Mr 
Mr Francis told him- the circumstances, and 
asked him to stand by him in the emergency, 
which Simpson— who well knew the fellows who 
wore ajqjrcachiiig, having thrashed Moreland in 
a couple of rounds at Gilberton not long since — 
consented to do, He accordingly armed himself 
with a revolver, and Mr Francis got liis rifle in 
readiness.

You’d better 
clear out of this. ” 2^1 oreland iminedi.itcly turned 
on Simpson, and before ho Imd time to draw hi^ 
revolver, Morelauil fired at him, the ball entering 
the right side immediately below the ribs, and 
coming out at the back. Sim2)5on fell from his 
horse, find Moreland had 'seized and was mount- 
ing the animal when Sim[>son fired at him from 
the ground, the shot taking elicct in the other’s 
thigh, but not disabling tho fellow enough to 
prevent him from getting on the horse.

Moreland now appeared to think the conversation 
had gone far enough, so riding up to Mr Fran- 
cis’s man, he asked if he had any gold. The 
man said that he had a little, and .Moreland re- 
joined, “ Then out with it, for 1 want it,” and 
drew out a luatol, which he pointed at the other. 
“ Yon must conic ami take it,” the man said, 
and accordingly Moreland ordered Sullivan to 
open the swag. This was iniincdiatcly done, and 
twenty-nine ounces of gold and a considerable 
amount of notes w'urc taken from it. Moreland 
thou exchanged the horse that he w'as riding fur 
the one ridden by Francis’s man, telling him 
tliat the horse that he had given liim bclojigcd 
to “ the fellow ho bad shot at the other side.” 
When riding away, the ruiliaii said, referring to 
the money ajul gold he had taken, “ 1 don’t think 
ITl live Lung, but if L do, I’ll spend it.”
